Various native 
utensils and war implements are 
around the rcom. The visitor ig 
adked to partake of kava, the native 
drink, made vf water and the kava 
plant, mixed in a huge wooden bowl 
and served in cocoanut shells. It so 
resembles soapy ‘water in appearance 
that I declined the offer. 

The kava-crinking is accompanied by 
the clapping of hands by the hosts to 
wish the visitor good luck. There 
arc. no chairs or tables, tthe dwellers 
sit on the flocr. 

Outside again, we met the native 
warriors, armed with native weapons, 
who presented a quaint picture, 90 we 
asked them to pose, which they did— 
for a couple of shillings! I was im- 
ipness d by the unexpected cleanliness 
of the village #nd the houses of these 
native people. 

‘We drove on through the country, 
passing rice fields, sugar fields, dairy 
iamms and a sugar factory. The sug- 
ar harvest begins on Monday. I onl 
zest 4 waiting around for a job but 
was informed that the laborers were 
paid 50c a day, so I didn’t wait. There 
are four sugar factories here, that op- 
erate every six months. On one farm 
I noticed a yoke of oxen bing driven 
over the suger cane, to stamp off the 
leaves before it is taken to the fac- 
tory. Both men and women are em- 
ployed to cut the crop by hand. I 
gaw natives washing cloths in the 
rivers. 

On to see some native schools, of 
which there are separate ones for Fi- 
jians, Indians and whites; a race- 
course; the governor's 
which is quit~ a scenic spot, with a 
colorful touch added in a native, guard 
who stands as sentinel at the gate. I 
could not suppress a smile at the 
thought of this one native Fijian 
standing here in this remote island, 
upholding the prestige and pageantry 
of the empire; just as his parent com- 
pany of guards do at the Heart of 
Empire. 

Then back to town, to see the 
churches, more schools and some of 
tthe ‘business p’aces. The whole route 
‘was quite interesting as it pres:nted 
a cross section of the life on these 
islands. ;
